Mr. Renfroe, of’ 
this city, offered $300 for ‘‘Rush,’’ a son of Glad- 
stone just before the trial for the “Derby.’’ The 
dog took the prize and his price was rais 2d to $1,000 
There area hundred pointers in America that $1,- 
000 each would not buy. and there are 
many in Atlanta that cost from $30 
to $4100. From $75 to $200 is the usual 
price here for a good pointer. These dogs are bred 
to marvelously fine shades. Speed, nose and style 
are the main requisites, and waere a strainof dogs 
jack one of these they are bred into a strain partic. 
ularly strong in the direction of their weakness. 


The scenes at the field trials are exciting and pic- 
tureeque. People of leisure and wealth from all 
sections go there fora week's frolic. They come 
with their servants, horses, dogs, wines, lunches 
and friends. Atthe trialstte dogs who are com: 
peting take the advance line, being hunted by their 
trainers or, in the gentlemen’s matches, by 
their owners.

“Itisin our neighborhood. Our woman started 
with five or six patrons. She now has forty-two, 
She is prospering and has her hands full. She fur- 
nishes her meals hot, and they are really bounti- 
fal and excellent. I understand there are caterers 
in other neighborhoods who are doing well.”’ 

The above scheme is based on 21 cents a meal. 


The caterer doubtless hasa cheap house, does her 
own cooking, markets closely and sends the meals 
out with cheap help I have eaten at Bramlett’s 
English kitchen, in an expensive Whitehall street 
restaurant. with high-priced cooks hired—a 35 cents 
meal as follows: soup, turkey, ham, beef, mutton, 
hash of chicken livers, bacon and greens, tomatoes 
sweet and [Irish potatoes, rice, turnips, corn bread, 
light bread, butter, pickles, sauces, mince pie, apple 
pie and cheese.

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AN ATTACK ON THE CZAR. 


lilew Zome Ineffensive Peasanta Made Thiags Lively

VIENNA, January 5 —The latest version of the re- 
cent accident tothe czarises follows: The czar 
was returning about3 o'clock in the evening, De 
cemberl7, to Gatchiza palace, froma shooting ex- 
cursion, accompanied by his suite, in eight sledges 
witha number of servants, Although darkness 
was coming on, the party noticed on the road ahead 
six men, apparently peasants. The czar’s eides-de- 
camp drove forward, and ordered the men to elear 
out of the way. The men saluted the officers and 
appeared obedient, but when theczar’s siedge came 
on a level with them, they suddenly wheeléd 


around and. fired at the czir_ thrice, 
ang two of them ran fowards him. The 


| horses drawing the imperial sledge became fright- 
ened and galloped some hundred paces, when the 
czar was thrown out of the siedge. A bullet lodged 
in the cz2r’s shoulder. The officers received no 
damage. The czar’s followers immediately unhbitch- 
irsledge horses, mousited the animels acd 
‘lowed the wou'd-be assassins, who. escaped iu 
‘night and woods, and owing tothe depth of 
1¢ snow the pursuit was futile.

A WOMAN'S HONOR: 


MRS. WHITLEY’S RESORT TO HER 
TRUSTY RIFLE.. 


4 Walton County Young Man Makes an Indecent 
Assault Upon a Widow, Whe Meets His 
Advanees With Powder and Bali-A 
, Bloody Scene—Other State News.

Monaog, Ga., January 5.—Three sharp reports of 
@rifie, accompanied by the shriek of a woman, 
sroused the quiet citizensof Centerville. The re- 
portscame from the residence of Mrs. Whitley, 
widow of the late George Whivey. The people who 
rushed there were horrified to find the dead body 
of s man lying eerots the threshold, the top of his 
head compictely blown off, while his flesh was still 
quivering with the last spark of life. The blood 
was flowing in great streams around his shoulders, 
while some distance offlay the upper half of the 
dead man’shead Inside Mrs. Whitley stood, wild 
and frantic, jast leveling her gun for another shot, 
when one of the neighbors jumped to her side, and 
knocking the weapon downward in time to send its 
discharge through the floor, exclaimed : 

“My God, what is the matter?’ 

‘““Unhand me!” she shrieked, wildly. 
never submit.”’ 

He clinched her firmly in his grasp, and soon 
convinced her that she was in the hands of friends, 
when she told the story of the tragedy. 

The man was John W. Diall, a young man of 
high efaracter, whose standing in the community 
was of the highest. While Mis. Whitley was en- 
eeged in the household duties Diall came in, and 
placing his arm around her waist, she repulsed him 
withaslap on the face. He grasped her again, 
when, by a vigorous effort, she loosed herself from 
him and ren out and around the bnilding three 
times, closely pursued by her assailant. She then 
ran into the house and seizing the rifle, which had 
been left her by her late husband, she brought it 
to bear and fired just as her pursuer bad reached 
the door. Asthe sharp report rang out the man 
fell back. A second and a third time she loaded, 
endin her wild despair she was firing wildly at her 
imaginary foes. 

The community is lord in its praises of the brave 
wonan’s defense of her virtue. The assaults x por 
women inthiscountry have been unusually fre- 
quent of late. First, there was Taylor Bryant, who 
bad just served one sentence for an indecent arsault,

Ags the jail at Hamilton 
isnot deemed secure, the a ithoritics seut Lyne 
to the Columbus jail this afteraoon, 
A TALK WITH LYNN. 

A CONSTITUTION representative at once called to 
see Lynnin hiscell, and obtained from him the fol- 
lowing statement: 

i met Beall for the firs: time in Chipley three 
daysago. I was introduced to him by friends, and 
thought htm tobe a good clever getitieman, as I 
had po reas..ntobetieve otherwise. Mr. Beall and 
myscif went out hunting about three o’clock Thurs 
day afternoon, and returned about dark. I don’t 
remember whether we eat supper together or not. 
Before dining and after the hunt we took drinks to- 
gether. We visited the rooms of several friends 
affersupper. Beall was eggressive and very quar- 
reisome, About ten o'clock we started to the hotel. 
Beall insisted -on my-staying ali night with him, 
which Il refused. When I started to quit the room 
Beall locked the door. I insisted on going 
out, ond Beall placed his back to the door and 
asked me where his pistol and taines were. I toid 
him I would net givehim the pistol, and asked 
him what he meant by histbings. He then said: 

“You g—d d—m s—u of a b—h, you have got my 
money aud that is the reason you want to leave 


I toid’him that he was a*“‘g--n d--n Har,’’ 
He thenrushed on me and knocked two of my 
teeth loose and sprained my arm. Idid not want 
to fight Beall ad caliel the proprietor to protect 
me. As Beall had locked the door, the landlord 
camein by the window and succeeded in getting 
me outside. Whilehe was unlocking the door, 
Beall was cursing violently, repeaiing Nis accusa- 
tions against me. I became angered beyond 
eudurance, and told. him ifhe did uot desist I 
wonld break the door down ‘and make him. He 
continued more violent than ever, and | drewa 
pistol and fired twoshots in rapid successioa at the 
lock of the door. I pusbed the coor open imme- 
diately and asked Beall if he was hurt. Hessid 
‘Not much.’’ I did not believe that he was bil, 
but whenI found that he was, I told some one to 
go fera doctor. I then left the hotel and wandered 
to the mountsius. I was returning to Chipley 
when I was arrested. I have noihing further to 
say but that I had octhbing against beall and regret 
the entire matter excessively. I had no intention 
of kiliiog Beall when I shot.’’

Whenever complaints, or charges, or any 
er Mutters came before the commission betweeu 
sin interest and the railroads, we have us- 
wally given notice, and brought the parties face to 
fees, and have endeavored to bring'about a recon- 
edilistion of interests, without judicial action on the 
tol the commisrion. The law makes it the du- 
ofthe commission to make all the rates, and, 
whenever, iv their judgment, they do not consider 
existing rates reasouabie and just, to so alter them 
esto make them so. And when the commision 
bave had ali the information in their poseession 
from the monthly reports, etc., of the rail 
TOROS, they have never hesitated to 
@ischarge that duty. For instance, in the case now 
complained of by Mr. Raoul, we were aware, 
ameong other things, that the planter who used the 
fertilizers in producing cotton, and who bore the 
burden of payment, was notgetting within ten dol- 
bars per baie asmuch as he received +g] bale for 
the years J#501-2, and, hence we felt ita duty to 
meake the slight reduction alludedto. ‘This, how- 
ever. has been done only on car-load lots ”’ 

“When wee the notice of this reduction first 
given, major?’

FROM{THE CRADLE TO THE GRAVE. 

A bachelor member of Tue ConstiruTion 
s‘ait,who bas journalism by instinct as well as 
inheritance, astonishes us with some statis- 
tics this morning. We use the phrase ‘‘aston- 
ishes ous’ advisedly. For this bach- 
elor is so young and £0 lately from his uni- 
versity, that we thought him yet enwrapt in 
the romance of life and yet intent on its pleas- 
ant generalities. We find him, however, not 
only definite, however—but specific—not only 
specific but statistical. And such statisiics too. 
for a young man yet guiltless of his first 
cutaway coat. 

He shows,to begin with, that there are 58,930 
babies born in Georgia annually. This is an 
exceedingly gratifying record. Reduced to 
its last analysis, it shows that 161% young 
Georgians are stranded on the near beach of 
the eternal sea every day, including Sundays. 
This gives us about 7 every hour, night and 
day, the year through. One, at least, will be 
born while we are writing this article, and 
another while you are reading it, Noth- 
ing stops the Georgia baby. There may be 
panics, or wars, or stagnation—but he keeps 
acoming. He istheohe immigrant that may 
be counted on. Andaright good immigrant, 
too! He brings little with him in the way of 


baggage, he brings a stout heart, 
a good name, and an arm i=in which 
“the infant sinews will grow. strong 


as brass,’’ under the inspiration of ten gen- 
erations of brave and heroic ancestors. He 
is part of the old red hiils over which his 
toddling feet will carry him, and holds kin- 
ship with the air that flamesin hischeeks and 
eyes, and though a stranger in astrange Jand, 
early locks his little. band in the hands of 
those who love him. Poor as jie is in equip- 
ment or effects, helpless though he is as the 
babe that was cradied in a manger while the 
stars rained fire, little as he brings with him 
from the unknown world from which he 
comes, the Georgia baby is after ail the im- 
migrant on whom our great state most de- 
pends. His prattle is the shibboleth of ber 
future. His dimpled arm is /her.mainstay 
and her strength. In his laughing eyesis her 
storm and her sunshine for the years*that are 
to come, 

On the other hand, or rather at the othe, 
end our statistician shows that, while Georgia 
is second among tbe states in point of 
fecundity (the wild untutored state of 
Texas ‘leading, and the cultured common- 
wealth of Massachusetts taking the low- 
est place), she holds the first place in longey- 
ity. The unexpected fact is developed that 
there are more centenarians, that is, people 
over ninety years of age—in Georgia than in 
any state in the union. This surplusof cen- 
tenarians is not accidental, for in three or 
four classes of old people the same proportion 
continues. New York, with several times the 
population of Georgia has only about half as 
many people who have turned a hundred years 
This need not astonish those who know of the 
equable climate, the pure air, the high, dry, 
and wind swept uplands of Georgia. There is 
no country in the world so favorable to lon- 
gevity, to health and happiness, as our own 
state. The figuresofthe census give irrefu- 
table proof that there is no state in the union 
so healthy. 

Nor when we finish with the babies and the 
centenarians—the cradie and tiie grave—so to 
speahave we dealt with the greatest glory 
of Georgia. Our statistican shows that our 
middle-aged folks are doing a great work 
themselves. The other states of the republic 
have 325,000(to use round thousands) Geor- 
gians, while Georgia has only 156,000 natives 
of other states. So that Georgia has sent 
187,000 more people across her borders than she 
received. A curious inquily 
is suggested here, Why is it 
that 95,782 Georgians have crossed 
over into Alabama, while only 17,009 Ala- 
bamians have come into Georgia. We can 
understand why 61,000 Georgians have sought 
Texas, while only 584 Texans have come to 
Georgia, and why 36,000 Georgians have gone 
to Arkansas against only 545 Arkansas tray- 
ellers this way. Or even why 32,400 Georgians 
have gone to Fiorida whiie 5,860 Floridians 
have come to Georgia. These are new states 
and are rapidly filling up; they have the 
glamor and excitement of new and unex- 
plored countries with cheap ecres and special 
attractions. But we cannot understand the 
steady outflow into Alabama, nor why Missis- 
Ssippi shows up with 29,000 Georgians while we 
have only 1,500 Mississippians. Our statistics 
assure us, however, that Georgia is largely 
made up of Georgians. That we have in- 
creased ourown population with gratifying 
rapidity, and serit thousands upon thousands 
of brave-hearted Georgians to build up other 
states and other peoples. 

For all these suggestions and for many 
more that may not be epitomized here, the 
reader is referred to the admifable statistical 
study which we print elsewhere.

THE COMMISSION AND THE RAILROADS. 

We print elsewhere the report of an inter- 
view with Major Campbell Wallace, of the 
commission, in which he takes occasion to re- 
ply to the statements and complaints made 
in the recently published letter of President 
Raoul, of the Central railroad. Major Wal- 
lace speaks for the commission, and we com- 
mend bis views to the attention of the rai'- 


road managers, The tone and 
spirit of his remarks, es well 
as the remarks themselves, corroborate 


the statement which Tue Coxstircrion hes 
made time and again—namely, that the 
commission, while seeing that justice is done 
to the people in ail the details of railroad. 
management, is also willing and anxious to 
see complete justice done to the railroads. 
This is the policy of the state, and it is the 
policy of the men who compose the commis-

plete justice to the railroads. : 
When the railroad managers criticise the 
attitude of the commission, they should re- 
member that their own attitude toward the 
commission has been one of unnecessary and 
unwise hostility. Mere prejudice, either on 
one side or the other, ¥g pot to be tolerated. 
We may say tothe railroads that the com- 
mission and the law under which it operates, 


represent the policy of the siate— 
the will of the people. We = can 
say to the commission, on the 


other hand, that the policy of the state—the 
will of the people—ia to do complete justice 
to the railroads. The attitude of the corpo- 
rations and of the commission should be re- 
ciprocal in this matter, and that it has not 
been so heretofore is, in our opinion, the 
fault of the railroad managers, Who have 
been disposed to regard the commission asa 
temporary affair, to be abolished or modified 
whenever the railroads have cause for serious 
complaint. 

This is a mistake which the managers of 
the corporations should basten to rectify. 
Whenever they feel that the rulings of the 
commission are erroneous or unjust, as in the 
nature of things will sometimes be the case, 
they should at once make a showing before 
that tribunal and move fora revisiun ora 
readjustment. They will find that the law, 
the commission, and public opinion, 
will all insist on giving them  jus- 
tice. The truth is, as the correspondence oi 
President Raoul hes just demonstrated, 
there is nothing in the law, and certainly 
nothing in the disposition of the people or 
the commission to warrant the railroad men 
in assuming a hostile attitude towards a state 
policy which has been incorporated in the 
administration of public affairs. 

No sensible railroad mansger can suppose 
that the law under which the commission ex- 
ercises authority was enacted for the purpose 
of crippling or injuring the roads, It was 
enacted for the purpose of establishing a 
tribunal which, in protecting the people 
against injury, should also protect the rail- 
roads. The commission betrays a desire to 
carry out the intention of the law in this re- 
spect, and Major Wallace assures usin his 
interview with Tae CoNnstITUTION reporter 
that this desire is a constant one. We need 
noi say that, whenever it can be shown that 
a railroad in Georgia is suffering or is liable 
tosuffer any injustice atthe hands of the 
commission, Tnx ConsTITUTION Will always be 
found ready to demand an enforcement of 
the policy that promoted the law, just as it is 
ready to demand justice for the people. 


RAILROAD CONSTRUCTION. 

The total length of new roads built in 1885 
was, in round numbers, 6,300 mules or just 
about one-half of the previous year’s mile- 
age. Only four previous years exceeded 
1883, however, in the number of miles of 
track laid down. It wasin some respects a 
very important year in railroad construction. 
The Southern Pacific route was opened, and 
a line was constructed to meet the new Mex- 
ican railroads at El Paso Northern Pa- 
cific was also opened, giving the country 
three great trans-continental lines, 
instead of one. The completion of the 
Atlantic and Pacific to the Colorado river 
gives a fourth line, in connection with other 
lines, . In the states a rival and parallel route 
to Vanderbilt’s New York Central line ,w»s 
completed, and the Pennsylvania is extend- 
ing its line wherever its old business is threat 
ened by the plans of Vanderbilt and Gowen. 
No great lines were built during the year in 
the northwest, but many gaps were filled, and 
in Michigan and Wisconsin there were con- 
siderable extensions towards the new pine 
districts. In the northwest and out on the 
plaiss there was a marked decrease. In the 
southwest the Kansas City, Springfield and 
Memphis road was completed by the laying 
of 187 miles of track. In Texas only 83 miles, 
all told, were built in 1885, against 1,081 miles 
in 1882, and 1,669 miles in 1881. Compara- 
atively little work was done in Colorado dur- 
ing the year. 

In Georgia the Brunswick and Western 
built a branch in Albany two miles 
jong, and i6 miles. of track were laid on the 
Gainesville, Jefferson and Southern. The

bed to Murphy. North Carolina, The Savannal. 
Fioridaand Western laid down 1 

tween Bainbridge junction a point on 
the Chattahoochee river, where it meets the 
Louisville and Nashville lines. This makes 
a total of construction in this state during the 
year of 75 miles, as against 334 miles in 1882, 
101 miles in 1881, 75 miles im 1880, and 265 
miles in 1871. 

The decrease in the construction was not so 
marked in the other states of the southeast as 
it was in Georgia. 193 miles were built 
in Florida, 128 in Alabama, 269 in 
Mississippi, and 197 in Louisiana. It 
wasan ‘‘oil’’ year in Georgia, Tennessee, 
and the Carolinas. The chief work in this 
section was done upon the Mississippi Valley 
road, from New Orleans to Memphis. It is 
thought this stretch of 450 miles will be com- 
pleted in May of this year. The Georgig Pa- 
cific is the next in importance in the south- 
east, projected from Atlanta to Texarkana, a 
distance of 600 miles, about half of which 
has been completed. This is an eastand west 
air-line, and among railroad men it is thought 
that its possibilities are great. Not many 
miles were laid in the Carolinas, butin Flor- 
ida there was an unusual activity in railroad 
building. The New Orleansand Northeastern, 
extending from Meridian to New Orleans, was 
completed last year, and thé Illinois Central 
builtsome branch lines in Mississippi. 

The outlook for additions to the railway 
system this year is not good. Very few new 
lines will be started, and the work will be 
confined to lines in process cof censtruction, 
to short branches, and to gaps that haye long 
needed filling. Itis very probable that the 
mileage of the present year will be less than 
5,000, and taat the reaction from the unpre- 
cedented activity of 1882, when 11,591 miles 
were built, will extend over more than one 
year.

Postmaster-General Gresham Losca Hie Case ina 


Court at New Orleans. 

NEW ORLEANS, January 5.—Judge Pardee, in the 
United States circuit court today, rendered an 
opinion in the case cof the New Orleans national 
bank against the postmaster W. B. Merchant. The 
case came up oia motion to dissolve the injunc- 
tion first issued by Judge Tissot, of the civil dis- 
wict court, Which was transferred to the Uniied 
Staies court, enjoining Postmaster Merchant from 
interiering With the mails addressed tothe bank, 
such action having been taken by the 
postmaster in obedience to the orders of 
ihe postmaster general, on the ground that ietters 
intended for the lottery company, which had 
been denied the use of the maiis, were being ad 
dressed to the bauk. The judge said it seemed 
to him doubtful whether the order of 188u, permit- 
ling the use of the mails to iotiery companies, 


wbrogaied the act of 1879, forbidding their use. 
The court held that the scheme 4+nouneed 
by the iaw is the disinbution of 
moneys through the Mails by 


means Of false aud fraudulent: representations. 
The facts found against the New Oricaus national 
band are outside of tbe law, but the defendant 
cannot be held responsible for «beyinug the orders 
of hissuperior. Lhe court decided in favor of the 
bank, de: reeing thutit was entitled to the full and 
free yse of the maiis, and further ordered that the 
motion to dissove the injunction be denied.

nal for consigning theirtired bodies to the

“Kiued tbem with airguns,” ejaculated the 
youngest man, who appeared tobe under 
the impression that the query was addressed 
to him.

The trout come into 
the bays after the ciscoes in immense schools. 
They follow the latter about and consequent- 
ly never stop longin one place. They are 
here to-day in vast multitudes, and a few days 
later not one can be found within miles, But 
that is not the only difficulty the fishermen 
have to contend with. The peculiarity I al. 
luded to is that the trout seem to eat but two 
days out of every six. They appear to gorge 
theiselives for 18 hours, and then to need 96 
todigestit. Atthe beginning of the season 
the fishermen have nothing two go by, and 
often luse the first four days after the appeur- 
ance of the fish without any reiurn for their 
labors. Muny make noattempt te fish until 
they hear of the first good haui. Then there 
is atcrambie to get out for the second day, 
which is always sure to bring an adequate re- 
ward. Buton the third day, and thereafter 
until the seventh,there is no use in settung 
out the lines, as only an odd fish here 
and there will be found upon the 
hooks. Be sure that after the discovery 
of the first feeding day an accurate record of

the six-day intervals is Kept throughout the 
seas on.”’ 
“The most primitive fishing,” said the 


heaviest man, ‘Il ever saw was that practiced 
by an old fellow down at Euterprise, Florida. 
He was staying at the hoiel there ior his 
health, and having been toid, 1 presumed by 
his physician before starting out, that he 
must exercise in the open air—go fishing was 
the method probably suggested—obeyed the 
injunction inthis way: He got somebody to 
make him tworound pieces of board with 
holes in the middle and other holes at tbe 
edge. Through the middle holes he inserted 
biis of fishing line about a yard long with 
hooks at the end. Longer lines were fastened 
through the other holes. Every evening 
reguiar'y after supper he sulemnly baited his 
two books, and Wa:kiaz down to the end of 
the leuger pier Lbrew thie pieces of pvard into 
the water, vue at each slic, attachlig them 
tothe wharf by the lung strings. Every 
moruipye before Dreaktast he as soleinly re- 
pea ed the journey una drew up the appa- 
ratus. QOuve in a wale he fuund a cat fish on 
one of ihe-truvks, bul itappeared to be all the 
same to him whether he caught anything or 
not. Heinvariably detachea the fish und 
slung it overboard. 

“Once,’ said the oldest man, ‘‘when I[ was 
fly-fishing for troutin the Sawkill creek, in 
Pike county, Pepu , by moonlight, an im- 
mense bullfrog jumped at the white miller 
which I was usivg as a tail-fly, andl hovked 
him square in the mouth. He came in with- 
out nearso much kicking as asix-inch truut, 
and | had a splendid breakfast off his hind 
legs next morning.”’ 

“So far as 1 have been able to learn.’’ said 
the thinnest man, ‘‘Il discovered anew game 
fishin lake Ontario last summer. While 
trawling with agang of flies for bass, after 
supper, over a distance of about a quarier of 
a mile, I repeatedly took five or six of the 
iittle ale-wives which have become such a 
nuisance in the lake of the late years. They 
were all hooked in the mouth, and they bit 
at the various colored flies indifferently. No 
one that I could find had ever Knowo them 
to do that before. I can’tsay that they af- 
forded much sport, though.
